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The school committee has an- 
nounced its plans for the coming year 
and given publicity to the same. It 
announces the selection of George M. 
Leonard, now prineipal of Center 
School, as principal of the high schooh 
Mr. Leonard has been identified with 
the loca] schools since 1941 and is well 
known here. 

The school committee has voted 

unanimously to adopt a reorganization 
plan which calls for establishment of 
a six-year school to be called the 
Northfield Junior-Senior High School 
and will include grades 7-12. Enroll- 
ment of the new school will be 140 
and the staff including the principal 
will total eight. 
: The reorganization is in keeping 
with a recommendation of the State 
Department of Education whith spe- 
cifies that all high schools with en- 
follments of less than 100 be reor- 
ganized into six-year schools. En- 
rollment in Northfield High School 
has not been 100 since 1936. 

This plan of reorganization will 
distribute more evenly the pupil load 
between the two buildings. 

Two teachers from the Center 
School staff will be added to that of 
the high school. The high school re- 
organization does not increase the 
number of the school faculty, but the 
extra first grade will necessitate hir- 
ing one more teacher. 

Evelyn Lawley will continue as 
submaster, and Harold McLean will 
have charge of all physical education. 
The reorganization will also simplify 
transportation problems which will be 
given later in the Press.
